My dismal 160-m results, due to my crummy antenna, inspired me to throw up 
a slightly better model. 


I now have an approx. 100' long sloper, fed roughly in the center with 
balanced line. The antenna is 50' high at one end and 30' at the other 
(thanks to a couple of well-place pine trees). Wire is 26 AWG 19-strand 
insulated "Silky" from the Wireman, and this stuff is great--I highly 
recommend it. Less than 1 pound per 1000'. Using the K2 internal ATU and a 
home-made current balun (10 turns RG174 on an FT140-77 core), I get a good 
match on all bands. Signals sound much better than they did on the 40' 
end-fed random wire, although I haven't done any careful comparisons yet. 


The interesting thing is my feedline. I wanted it to be nearly invisible 
from the street, so ugly old 300-ohm twin lead or ladder line was out of 
the question. What I'm using instead is Radio Shack 24 AWG, solid 
2-conductor speaker wire (4278-1509). It's only about 0.15" wide and has 
clear insulation, and looks more like a piece of antenna wire than a 
feedline. My wife hasn't even noticed that it's there. 


Based on the formula Z = 276 log (wire spacing / conductor radius), I 
estimate that this feedline has an impedance of somewhere between 200 and 
300 ohms -- a very nice alternative QRP feedline! 


Wonder if anyone else has used this stuff? Yes, I know the insulation will 
break down due to UV, but I'll just replace it in two years.

While killing some time at TARGET while the wife was shopping I came across 
a great little reel thats perfect for storing your field-day/portable/camping 
antennas. The item is a COLEMAN Clothesline/Laundry Reel which sells for 
$3.99 (look for it in the Camping section). The reel measures 3" dia x 1.5" 
high and comes with 21 ft of nylon cord. 


The reel comes apart easily by twisting it open. I left about 2 ft of cord 
fastened to the reel and then attached a small fishing tackle swivel to the 
end of the cord. 

I then tied a small loop onto the end of my 30m 1/2 wave (22 ga) wire and 
clipped the loop onto the swivel. It is then just a matter of reeling it up. 
It works great & can handle much longer lengths of wire.

Derek ... I'll come out of the closet and talk about code readers. I hold 
an extra license, having legitimately passed the 20wpm exam several years 
ago. However, since that time I've had a minor stroke and lost some ability 
both code copywise and and the ability to write fast enough to copy much 
more than some specifics. I do use a code reader from time to time and have 
found it invaluable for both regaining my code speed and enabling me to 
check my head copy. 


The setup I use is a KAM+ in cw mode. The kam+ can be purchased new or used 
and also serves as a multimode packet, amtor, rtty etc connection on both 2 
meters and HF. As part of the software package I am able to narrow down the 
audio filter to a comfortable 50hz which goes a long way toward separating 
some of those contest signals. 


It isn't fool proof. Few mechanical or electronic devices are really better 
than a trained brain but it does allow me to play radio on some of "bad" 
days. Many times I find my "manual override" disputing what the screen 
prints out and interestingly enough I'm right more and more often. So even 
with my "crutch" as code readers have been so unjustly called, I'm still 
improving my code spead and head copy. 


A code reader is a tool just like .... memory keyers (voice and cw), keyers, 
bugs and iambic paddles and last time I checked this is still a hobby, so 


use what you need or even just want to to to enjoy it. 


As to equipment, QST recently published a code reader home brew device and 
hamfests are full of old micro readers. I don't recommend the micro readers 
for much else than a great zero beat indicator but on a good day it's 
amazing what one of those twenty year old microprocessors can do. 


In this months Monitoring Times Magazine there's a nice article on code 
reading with the inexpensive baycom modem by tigertronics and the shareware 
HamComm3. If you decide to try it, why don;t you report back to the list 
with your experiences. Good Luck and happy hamming.

Wayne, 


You poor dumb &%#(*&! Now several self-styled QRP-L antenna gurus are 
probably gonna' jump in here and tell you that speaker cord doesn't work 
for feedlines. You should just use it and keep your mouth shut! <g> 


I've been using RS #24 clear-coated speaker wire for feedline since 1983, 
both indoors and outdoors. At one time RS even sold a neat stranded 
version. As you have discovered already it works just fine on HF in 
real-world conditions. 


Taking things one more step, I've been using flat ribbon cable for feedline 
(plus loaded radiators and portable radials) for several years. Around here 
the stuff is now feeding a 10-80M version of the lightweight St. Louis 
Doublet and works okay. Ditto for a NorCal Doublet. 


If you still worried about detection it's very hard to pick a thin ribbon 
cable feedline out of foilage after selecting multi-color conductors that 
blend into background. As to the characteristic impedance, I haven't the 
foggiest but am certainly curious. Ditto for losses compared to other 
balanced lines, RG-174 and RG-58. 


I'd prefer something traditional like 450 ohm or at least 300 ohm. But, the 
St. Louis Doublet is suspended on a St. Louis Shaft antenna support. The 
assembly is inherently portable and not designed to handle a lot of 
overhead weight gracefully. Fortunately, 75' of ribbon cable feedline 
solves the problem and I've got a wire up 50'. 


Since you mentioned 160M, starting 12/1/99 the log shows eight 160M 
stations at one watt output. Best DX from St. Louis was CO (twice). For Top 
Band only the ribbon cable feedline is shorted and fed against a cold water 
pipe. 


I just finished working ten station 2 X QRP on 80M in the Spartan Sprint 
running one watt to the SLD. The log includes FL, NC, CT and MA which are 
fair hikes from MO on that band. I'm pretty sure that a speaker cord 
feedline could equal or exceed these results. 


Suggesting that the bottom line is you'll do just fine with the RS speaker 
cord and thanks for sharing your positive experience here on QRP-L. A 
little thinking out-of-the-box never hurt anything. I suppose that's the 
kind approach that makes K-2's happen! <g> 


And, if you want to pass along some more info on that little current balun 
your using with the speaker cord I'm sure many of us will read it with 
great interest.

Yes, and it measured 121 ohms with ©.665 velocity factor. It's lower than 
200 - 300 ohms because of the dielectric characteristic of the insulation 
that encloses the wires and fills the gap between the wires. 


I have considered the #24 gauge speaker wire for trail setups, just 
never put it to work. 


Compared to typical zip cord, its only 10 to 20 ohms higher. I did find some 
cheap (Best Buy) speaker cord that measured ~ 140 ohms, fwiw...

I use the RS wire for my portable antenna setup. I zip it apart for about 
16 feet and make an electricians knot at the center. I measured the loss 
at 14 MHz and found it about the same as RG-174. My figures showed an 
impedance of about 160 ohms but that's not a precision measurement. Way 
back when, lamp cord was one of my first antennas. I didn't know about all 
the scientific stuff then but I made contacts. Others were doing the same 
thing. This subject came up a while back and it turns out that it's still 
being done by quite a few.

When I lived in the city, I bought one of W9IINNs multiband wire antennas. 
It is a shortend version and made with black wire so it is nearly invisible 
in the trees. I still use it out here in the country. It's about the 
length of a full-size 40 meter antenna and fits nicely between trees that 
are about 66 feet apart. I've used it on 80 meters with a Ten-Tec coupler 


ahead of it and it seemed to work OK for SSB and CW. Check his adds in QST 
if you're interested.

We need some more information. What is the value of the resistor you 
are trying to indicate the voltage drop of? Unless it is very low so 
the current though it is rather high, the current required to light on 
LED will become a large part of the total current and might defeat 
your requirements. 


Assuming the resistor is on the order of 1K, a 3V drop would be a 3ma 
current going through the resistor. I would recommended an OP-AMP 
voltage comparator circuit. I can be more specific with more details.

I read your message a couple times and still can't quite picture your 
property and surroundings. But I can offer some advice. 


First, evaluate what you have already, your 80 meter dipole. I refer 
you to the article, QST Mar-94 "On Center Fed Multiband Dipoles" page 
34. This article describes your antenna and will provide insight as 
to why it favors California and Texas. 


Second, to get over the mountain to your east you want to shoot your 
Signal just over the top. Take a protractor with a string and weight 
in your yard and measure the angle to the top of the mountain. Now 


you know the angle of radiation you want to shoot for. 


Third, get a world globe. There is no better tool for figuring out 
which direction you really want your signal to go. I live in 
Minneapolis, until I got a globe I thought Australia was SW, NOT, it's 
directly west of me, Europe is NNE. I think you'll find that the 
eastern states are NE from you and off the end of your 130ft wire. 

See the aforementioned article. 


Fourth, to be successful you have to know what bands will be best to 
the east during the times you're likely to have available to operate. 
Check out the propagation websites or computer programs and keep in 
mind that the MUF will be increasing in general for the next couple 
years. Also, being on the west coast you will want gain to the NE. 
Your long wire to the west won't be much help. 


Once you know the bands, direction and the angle of radiation you 

need, things become much less confusing. You may find that a wire 
yagi oriented to the NE and tilted up might do want you need. Or 

possibly a V-beam or phased vertical dipoles. 


Bottom line. No advice you can get from us will be as good as you 
figuring out what you really need.

I have a daughter who is 10 
and who LOVES to go to the science center in Regina. I think one of the 
main attractions for her is the ACTIVITIES they have for people her 

age, 


This made me wonder how we as a ham community could set up something 
similar. I am not saying we would have a ham center (although I would 
love to have one ;-) but rather if there were a series of activities that 
children with minimal equipment could do, that would teach them about 
radio, and related electronic concepts. 


As an example, when I was a child I learned how microphones work by 
building my own with a sifto salt box, an aluminum pie plate and some 
graphite pencil leads. Or are there ways we could simulate different 
modulation techniques by using a sound card? My daughter was fascinated 
by talking into a microphone attached to my oscilloscope and seeing what 
her voice "looked" like. But more homes have a computer with a sound card 
than have an oscilloscope.

You already know that transistors have gain. Gain comes 
from current gain - a little into the base gives a lot into 
the collector. At low frequencies, current gain of common 
transistors ranges between 50 to about 250, depending on how 
they're biased. These numbers are simply the ratio of 
collector current to base current, and appear on the data 
sheet as "hfe". 
Current gain is pretty constant up to the Megahertz region - 
above that it starts falling. At higher frequencies, it 
falls at a constant rate, doubling the frequency halves 
current gain. At some (very high) frequency, you have no 


gain left. This frequency is called "Ft" on the data sheet. 
Like other current-gain specs, it depends on how the 
transistor is biased. For a 2N2222A biased at 10ma collector 
current, Ft = 300MHz. (roughly). 
Current-gain-bandwidth-product (sometimes seen on 
data sheets as GBW) is equal to Ft. So at 30MHz, you'd have 
a current gain of 10. At 10MHz, you'd have a current gain of 
30. Ft is a convenient figure-of-merit to rate a transistor's 
ability to amplify high frequency signals. This is only 
true for high frequencies where current gain is falling 
(usually above a few MHz). 


Nick Kennedy asked awhile back about a jig to measure Ft. 
T'was an interesting challenge, so built one up, using 
some current-sampling ferrite beads, and a wideband 
video amplifier. 

Tested a 2N2222A transistor at 10MHz, biased at a few 
different collector currents. Here's the results, "IC" 
is the DC collector current in milliamps. "ib" is the 
1OMHz AC base current(ua). “ic" is the 10MHz collector 
current, "hfe" is the ratio of AC collector current 

to AC base current. Since the data was taken at 10MHz., 
"Ft" is simply ten times hfe....

You can see that low bias current really cuts the gain 
down. Since an amplifier's source and load is likely 
not matched to the transistor, overall gain is often less. 
And if you TRIED for this much gain, you'd likely end up 
with an oscillator ;-) 

One other thing...Ft depends on the MAGNITUDE 
of current gain. Current gain at the high frequency end 
is phase-shifted by about 90 degrees so that collector 
current lags base current.

Erv, you have several options open to you, depending on the physical 
limitations. I've lived in a mobile home park, too, so have some feel for 
your situation. 


1. If your tower is guyed, consider using insulators in the guy wires to 
make an 80m inverted vee. The sloping legs don't have to be a quarter wave 
long, either. You could extend them horizontally at the bottom with enough 
wire to reach resonance. 


2. A nonresonant length of wire, center fed with balanced line, 300 or 450 
ohm, can be tuned nicely. It works better the closer to a half wave you can 
get it, but it will work. I have often used a 40 ft center fed dipole on 
40m with good results. Height becomes more important than length in this 
case. 


3. If you have access to a decent ground, and you probably do, you could 
consider an inverted L. Think how extensive the cold water piping is in the 
park. If you can clamp onto a cold water pipe, you have a dandy ground 
system most of us would envy. 


Hope these give you some ideas to work with, Erv. 
Good luck and congrats on the upgrade.

The sermons were interesting (and insightful); early on, I got one of those 
Velleman kits (around $70 at Tech America) and will tell you that it was not 
very good at copying code -- had trouble with signal versus noise, don't you 
know. When it did lock in on a signal, it was pretty good at capturing the 
varying speeds (one guy going 25 wpm, the other going 15, etc.)..at any 
rate, that was my experience with standalone code readers. 


I know you said you weren't interested in laptop computer software and 
interfaces, but I do want to call your attention to HamComm and the simple 
interface described in its documentation. I tried it sometime last week and 
was surprised at how well it worked! The receive interface is an 
honest-to-God $10 worth of parts, if that, and available at Radio Shack. A 
TLO72 or LM741, a couple of 100K resistors, a 0.01 uf cap, and a pair of 10 
uf electrolytics. I built mine Manhattan style and it works great! What's so 
good about the code copying ability is that HamComm is a very well-written 
piece of software. The author uses signal-and-noise, not 
signal-and-no-signal to determine dits and dahs. Also, he has three methods 
of enabling you to tune in the signal. It is shareware, but I was so 
impressed with it (I am a C developer) I sent the guy his fee ($30) out of 
respect and appreciation. 


If you are interested and can't find the parts for the interface, I'll put 
one together and send it to you for my cost (usual disclaimer: no 
affiliation, software development is my xsolex means of income, I don't 
compete with Kantronics, BayPac, etc.). 

A caveat, however, is in order: most readers/software are no good for 
contests because of the short burst of code and varying frequencies (too 
quick to tune to be practical).
